walked out to a freedom that may 
last a year until the U. S. supreme 
court reviews their recent convic- 
tion on charges of conspiring to 
advocate violent overthrow of the 
government.

Jr., negro city councilman, met 
a roaring welcome when he made 
a street-corner speech in Harlem 
a short time later. With him were 
defendants Henry Winston, also a 
negro, and Robert Thompson.

Loans by RFC Stir a Controversy 
The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is probably the 


businessman's best friend in Washington. And right now 
it's showing more generosity toward him than at any time 
since it was set up. 


RFC business loans outstanding are at an all-time high 


of $416.000,000. About 5400 firms owe the agency money, 
and new applications come in at the rate of some 1200 a 
month, 
» 


But totals like these don't tell the story. It's better told 


by examples: 


A watch company in Massachusetts was forced to close 


because of financial difficulties. Plagued by unemployment, 
the city, where the plant Is located appealed to the RFC. A 
$6,000,000 loan put the business back in working condition. 


An airline needed new planes but couldn't get the money 


from private lenders. It borrowed $12,000,000 from the RFC. 


More recently Henry Kaiser turned to the government 


for funds for his automobile concern. Kaiser-Frazer Corp. 
First he got $34,400,000 on a 10-year loan to help him de- 
velop a new low-priced car, and then he was granted another 
(10,000,000 to finance a strengthening of his dealer organ- 
ization. 


Back in the depression thirties, when RFC was born, the 


Pennsylvania railroad borrowed more than $50,000,000 to 
pay the cost of electrifying its New York-Washington lines 


One of the most spectacular loans in RFC history is the 


$37.000,000 thus far doled out to Lustron Corp., maker o:~ 
prefabricated steel houses. Launched with governrnerr 
blessing in the hope it would make a big dent in the housing 
Bhortage, Lustron has needed repeated financial help. It stil 
is not on its feet. 


The RFC is a sort of bank of last resort. Before the 


agency will give favorable consideration to a loan applica- 
tion, it insists that a business outfit explore completely all 
possible private sources of funds. 


If the RFC does decide to make a loan, its terms usually 


are more liberal than a private bank's. It often approves 
long-term grants, which regular bankers dislike. It de- 
mands security, however, and may foreclose like any other 
lender if a loan goes bad. 


The RFC's chief job seems to be encouraging business- 


men with new ideas and bailing out established firms which 
are in financial straits. 


It now has about $800,000,000 left for additional loans 


and there is some chance it may have to look to congress for 
further loan authority if the present lending r>ace keeps up. 
Should that need arise, all will not be smooth sailing. 


Voices in and out of congress are certain to protest. 


Bankers are reluctant to see further expansion of federal 
loan activity. Some congressmen feel the HFC puts out too 
much money to shore up businesses that are basically weak 
and ought to be allowed to fold. 


But bis; and little businessmen are not likelv to stand 


idly by and watch severe limits placed on the lending power 
of the government unit that for nearly 20 years has been 
their last desperate hope of assistance.

If you have melded a 
canasta of sixes, and the pack is 
not frozen, you are within your 
rights to pick up the six your op- 
ponent discarded, play it with 
your canasta, and put the balance 
of the discard pack in your hand.

why is it that so many people have 
gained the idea that a card of a 
canasta is a stop card? 


'Answer* That is not hard to ex- 


plain. 
Suppose you have melded 


a canasta of seven natural sixes 
and you have a natural six in your 
hand. When you discard thn six, 
it is a perfect stop card against 
your opponent, as it is the last one 
out. There is no chance of your 
opponent having a card to match 
it in order to pick up the pack 
with a wild card. 


That is why you should never 


add cards to your completed ca- 
nasta until you are ready to go 
out. Use those cards as fairly safe 
discards. They are almost as good 
as black treys.

nated and thought you might be 
pleased to have the information 
too as you look through your seed 
catalogues this winter. 


CORN - "Maize" is a word that 


is understood around the worid. 
Its origin is vague but apparently 
its first real development occured 
in the Andes country probably in 
southern Peru. 


POTATO - Many wild species of 


this plant grow in the cool parts 
of Peru, Bolivia and Ecuador and 
a group even more closely related 
to the modem potato is found in 
the coastal region of mid-southern 
Chile and the islands around there. 


BEAXS - There are many varie- 


ties of beans and apparently a 
number of them came from Cen- 
tral America. Lima beans seem to 
have a close prehistoric ancestor 
in Guatemala although previous 
evidence had pointed to Brazil. 


TOMATO - Mexicans have cul- 


tivated tomatoes since prehistoric 
times. Apparently they originated 
in the Peru-Ecuador-Bolivia region 
of the Andes. People in the United 
States considered the 'love apples'' 
as poisonous until a little over a 
hundred years ago and it fell to the 
European lot to show people m 
this country that it was good to 
eat. 


SQUASH - The early history ot 


squash seems to come from various 
parts of Europe and also from 
the early Indian tribes of this con- 
tinent. 


GREEN PEPPER - This was 


one of the most successful plants 
taken back by Columbus to Eur- 
ope. They were spice conscious and 
this fiery species from this coun- 
try had been developed by the 
southwestern Indians who even 
today like highly seasoned food. It 
was more pungent than that from 
the Caucasus. 


SWEET POTATO - This was 


taken by a Spanish explorer from 
this country back to Europe and 
cultivated there. 
Also

It grew 
native in swamp lands and was 
early considered a cure-all for any- 
thing from bee sting to heart trou- 
ble and toothache.

Christian era a gigantic thistle, j 
cardoon was cultivated for its leaf j 
shoots. These were grown in the! 
dark to make them tender. It was 
grown all over the western Medi- 
terranean countries. 


SALSIFY 
AND PARSNIP - 


These have been cultivated for 
2,000 years and come from the 
eastern mediteranean and Asia 
Minor. 


CELERY - This was mentioned 


in Homer's Odessey in 850 B^C. and 
seems to have been grown first in 
the swamp regions of the Medi- 
terranean area. It was used en- 
tirely for medicinal purposes for 
many years—in fact the first rec- 
ord of its being used for food \vas 
in France in 1623. Parsley of the 
same family had much the same 
history and was used to ward off 
intoxication.

Develop Glass Foam 
Substitute for Cork 


Denver — (AP) — The Univer- 


sity of Denver Industrial Research 
Institute in making glass foam, 
which in effect is a mass of tiny 
vacuum bottles. The purpose i* 
improved insulation against heat. 
A chunk about as big as an ice 
cream cone may contain about a 
million tiny jugs. 


This new glass material is 


white, strong and about a* light- 
weight as cork. It is intended to 
be a substitute jior cork and is a 
development for the U. S. Army 
Quartermaster Corps. 
Powdered 


glass, mixed with little powdered 
cadmium is melted. 
The glass 


becomes 
fluid. 
The 
cadmium 


vaporizes. Cadmium vapor forms 
minute bubbles all through the 
glass. 
The hot glass rises like 


baking bread. 
When the glass 


loaf cools, the cadmium bubbles 
condense to 
metal 
again. The 


metal coats the inner surface of 


the bubble, leaving a vacuum the 
size of the bubble.
